We chose this place, 
of assemblage because it is the properly ot ih« 
neople, and it it be true that the right ot the 
oeonle 10 peacefully assemble upon their own 
premises and with their petitions has beer 
abridged by the passage ot laws in direct viola- 
tion of tuo constitution, we are here to draw 
tho eyes of the nation to this shameful fact 


Here, rather than at any spot on the con- 


ncni, it is fitting that we should come to mcurr 
our dead liberties, and by our protest arouse 


An Increase ol »8,85O,O9» During the

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Thedebtstate- 


ment issued Tuesday afternoon shows 
a. net increase in the public debt, less 
cash in the treasury during- April,' of 
$8,950,599. The interest bearing debt -,, 
.increased $100,450. 
The non-interest 


bearing debt decreased $3,090, and the 
cash in the treasury decreased $0,852,- 
389. The balance of the several clatses 
of debt at the close of business April 30 
were: 
Interest bearing debt, 1685,041,380; 


debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, SI,852,030.2Q; debt bearing- no 
interest, $330,053,509.43. Total, 81,017,- 
550,979.68. 


The certificates and treasury notes, 


offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury, outstanding at the end of 
the month were $619,989,795, an in- 
crease of $5,302,055; the total cash in 
the treasury was S700,S2G,C00.10; the 
gold reserve was Sl.00,000,000, net cash 
balance $25,097,785.93. 


In the month there was a decrease in 


gold coin and bars of $0,21)3,587, the 
total at the close being *170,192,457.63;

We stand here to-day In be- 
half of millions of toilers, wheat- petitions have 
teen buried in committee rooms.whose prayers 
have been unrcsponded to, and whose opportu- 
nities for honest, remunerative, productive 
labor have been taken from them by unjust leg- 
islation, which protects idlers, speculators and 
gamblers. 
Wo come to remind congress bore assembled 


of the declarations ot a United States senator: 
"That for a quarter of a century the ricunnvs 
toen growing richer, the poor poorer, and' that 
by iho close of the present century tho middle 
otass will have disappeared, as the struggle for 
existence b»uomes ilerco and relentless." 


We stand bore to remind congress ot ita 


promise of returning prosperity should the 
Sherman act be repealed. 


We stand here to declare by our march .of 


over five hundred miles, through difficulties 
ana distress, a march unstained by even the 
slightest act which will bring the blush o! 
shame to any, that we are law abiding citizens, 
and os such our actions speak louder than 
words. We are here to petition for letrislation 
which will furnish employment for every man 
able and willing lo work, for legislation which 
will bring universal prosperity, and emanci 
pale our beloved country from financial bond- 
age lo Ibe descendants of King George- Wo 
Jinve come to the only source which is com- 
petent to aid the people in their day ot .dire 
distress. 


We are here to tell our representatives, who 


hold their seats by grace of our ballots, that the 
struggle for existence has become too flcrcc and 
rcleniless. We come and throsv up our defense/ 
less hands and say, "Help, or we and our loved 
ones must perish." 


We are engaged in a bitter and cruel war 


with the enemies of all mankind: war with 
hunger, wretchedness and despair, and we ash 
congress to heed our petition and issue for the 
nation's good a sufficient volume ot the same 
hind ol money which carried the country 
through one awful war and saved the life of the 
nation.' 


In the name of jusiicc, through whose 1m 


partial administration only the present civil- 
ization can be maintained and perpetuated by 
the powers of the constitution of our country, 
upon which the liberties of the people must de-. 
penil, and in '.lie H^LTIO of the Commonweal of 
Christ, whose representatives we are, we enter 
a most solemn and earnest protest against this 
unnecessary and cruel act of usurpation and 
tyranny, and this enforced subjugaticn of tho 
rights and privileges of American citizenship. 


We have assembled hereT in violation of no 


just law, to enjoy tha privileges of everyJAmer- 
ican citizen. We are under the shadow of the 
capitol of.thts great nation, and in the presence 
of our national legislators are refused that 
dearly-bought privilege, and by the force of ar- 
bitrary power prevented from carrying out'the 
desire of our hearts, which is plainly granted 
under ihe great Magna Chartaof our national 
liberties. 


We havo come here through toil and weary 


marches, through storms and tempest, over 
mountains nnd amid the trials of poverty and 
distress, to lay our grievances at the doors of 
our national legislators, and ask them, in the 
name or Him whose banners we bear, in 'the 
name ol Him who pleads for the poor and the 
oppressed, that they should heed the voice of 
despair and distress that is now coming up 
Irom every section ot our country: that they 
should consiiier.tho conditions of the starving 
unemployed of our land, and enact such laws as 
will give them employment, bring happier con- 
ditions to the people, and the smile of content- 
ment to our citizens. 


Coming, as we do, with peace and good will 


to men, we shall have to submit to these laws, 
unjust as they nre, and obey this mandate of 
authority of mlzht which overrides and out- 
-asica the Uw ot right. In doing so we appeal 
to every peace-loving citizen, every lihcny-lov- 
infr man or woman, every one In whose breast 
the H-<;s of patriotism and love of country has 
not died oni. toassLst us in our efforts toward 
letter laws and general benefits.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The adjourn- 


ment of the senate Tuesday on account 
of the death of Senator Stockbridge, 
of Michigan, caused a hietus in the 
tariff debate, but the work of prepar- 
ing- amendments to the pending bill, 
with a view to conciliation and com- 
promise, wal vigorously 
continued. 


Secretly as this work has been carried 
on under the guidance of President 
Cleveland and Senators Gorman, Kricc, 
Jones, of Arkansas, and others, and 
vigorous as are the repeated denials on 
the floor of the senate that practically 
a new bill is being framed, the fact 's 
not likely to meet further serious con- 
sideration. Although the strictest se- 
crecy is preserved as to new schedules, 
it has now become too .well known for 
serious contradiction that praetieally a 
new bill is being framed upon the lines 
of higher protection. 


The statement that the metal sched- 


ule has been entirely recast, with great 
concessions to iron and steel, was con- 
firmed Tuesday. This has been brought 
partly through the efforts of Senator 
Gorman and partly by the determined 
attitude on the republican part of the 
senate. 


In these revised schedules the adop- 


tion of compound tiutios, composed of 
both specific and ad valorem rates', has 
Ajecn very general. So far has thjs sub- 
stitution of compound for ad valorem 
duties progressed that the tariff revis- 
ors are now forced to admit that in ivll 
consistency they must extend this pro- 
cess to textile industries. 
This ,will 


force a revision of the woolen, and cot- 
ton schedules, and it may be said that 
experimental work toward this end is 
now being carried on.

There are about, sixty thousand char- 


acters In the Chinese language proper, 
but tho average Chinaman no more 
learns nil of these ^characters than *the 
everyday American learns the one 
hundred thousand words in the Eng- 
lish language. The Chinaman, howev- 
er, learns on the average more than 
does an American in a similar position 
in life. A Chinaman who can neither 
read nor write is a rarity, according to 
the New York Evening Post. Chinese 
is not a monc syllabic language, as 
many suppose, and it is impossible to 
utter in Chinese any but the shortest 
sentences in monosyllables. In writing- 
the Chinaman makes one complicated 
but Integral character for each word, 
but that word may be properly spoken 
in two, three or four syllables. His 
syllables are divided by no longer in- 
tervals than are his w^rds, and that IB 
what makes tho language sound to a 
foreigner like a sing-song_ jargon. \Vo 
do not know whether he is telling a 
story or attempting a song. The Chi- 
nese perhaps thinks the same thing of 
an American who bites oft his words, 
and swallows them or telescopes ono 
into the other. Business men thrown 
in contact with Chinese merchants 
who speak pure Chinese say that it is 
not 
difficult to learn. Instead of 


twenty-six letters, not including the 
useless &, the Chinese have five hun- 
dred or six hundred syllables, and 
these are combined into various forms 
to make the sixty thousand words in 
their "dictionary." These syllables 
vary in meaning- according to the tone 
in which they are spoken or the strokes 
used in writing them. 


A Chinaman can unite any two of 


the six hundred syllables and make an ' 
intelligent word. This is not the case 
with the English language. 
This 


flexibility is perhaps owing to the . 
shortness of their words (seldom more 
than three syllables) and tho tone or 
strokes belonging to tho syllables 
when spoken or written. 
A syllable 


may mean one of a hundred things, 
and its particular meaning .is limited 
by placing another syllable of similar 
significance before or after It, using 
its particular tone, or stroke when 
writing. Sometimes the syllables are 
uttered in such rapid succession that 
they seemingly form one word, but'the 
trained Chinese ear notes tho tones, 
and he is easily understood—the 
marvelous subtleties of accent convey- 
ing the expression to a' nicety. 
He 


does not have to state a proposition;, 
and then, in order to make himself 
clear, restate it by the usual "or, In 
other words." There are no "other 
words" with the Chinese. 
The'tone 


gives the meaning. The Chinese have 
a system of two hundred and fourteen 
radicals, having various' strokes from 
one to seventeen, which are combined 
with the characters. Each radical has 
a separate meaning, generally'denot- 
ing the simplest object, as man, sky, 
earth, water, king.; The student first 
learns these, which answer to the A B 
C; he next studies the syllables, or 
combinations, and thus he has learned 
to read and spel). 
Grouping the 


syllables into words depends upon his 
powers of speech or of .composition In 
writing. What is popularly known as 
"slang" is not known 'to the Chinese. 
Their language Is sufficiently copious 
without resorting to the brutal forins 
of speech. 
The most withering con- 


tempt or tho keenest of satire may b« 
expressed in the politest terms.

cent pi their earnings and It is only a 
question of time when he will take 
everything, except a bare and miser- 
able living for his victims. That has 
been the history of all legalized rob- 
bery and it is the record of protective 
tariffs in the United States.

The old pretext for "protection" was 


that infant or feeble industries ought 
to be encouraged by the government 
McKinley's idea is that all American r 
industries are perpetual infanta and, 
can only exist by the constant con-, 
tributions of consumers. So impotent; 
and helpless are American manufactur- 
ers, according to republican opinion, \ 
that, even after thirty years of the: 
pap-feeding policy, the mere promise 
by democrats to cut off a part of their 
unearned rations precipitates a panic. 
That is protectionist doctrine in 1894 
as preached by it« chief exponents and 
proclaimed aa "patriotic" and "Ameri- 
can." 


The next republican candidate for. 


the presidency thus explains his belief 
on the question at taxation: "We must 
either tax ourselves and our property, 
our lands and our investments, or we 
must tax the products of other nations 
seeking a market here." 


The idea sought to be conveyed here 


to his ignorant and partisan hearers 
waa that imported goods belonged to 
foreigners and that taxes levied on 
them would ''be paid by people in 
Europe, 
As goods only come here 


when bought by some one in this coun- 
try, all tariff taxes fall, not upon for- 
eigners, but first upon our own impor- 
ters and by them transferred to Amer- 
ican consumers. 


McKinley's gross ignorance of rudi- 


mentary political economy ought to 
consign him to political oblivion, if hi» 
attorney ship for the great American 
tariff thieves has not brought him such 
a fate already.
